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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant stated that "Wood does not 
disclose a programing system selectively couplable to the interface to enable a wireless communication system user to program the 
interface to communicate with any one of a plurality of devices using different communication" In response to the Applicant, Wood 
teaches that the interface (fig. 6/no. 14) is coupleable to a programming station (fig. 1/no. 10), the programming station being operable to 
provide the interface with programming to enable the interface to communicate with such devices (fig. 6/no. 90, 92) using a first 
communication protocol such as programmed reference voltages (fig. 6/no. 96) or analog-to-digital converter (fig. 6/no. 98) and with the 
transmitter using a second communication protocol such as RS-232 protocol (col. 7/ln. 44-47) for a modem (fig. 5/no. 54). Wood also 
teaches that micro-controller (fig. 6/no. 60) can be programmed at will to interface a different device or more than one device by 
selectively enabling the interfaces with command and configuration data (col. 9/ln. 33-37). 
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
